WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 (AP) 
~The Weather Bureau said yes- 
terday its 30-day outlook calls 
for temperatures below seasonal 
normals over the eastern half 
of the nation.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17— 
President Eisenhower expressed 


‘ disapproval today of the refusal 


of Congress to remove the in- 
terest ceiling on long-term Gov- 
ernment securities. He made it 
clear at his press conference, 
however, that he will not call 
Congress back into session to 
rectify what he considers its 
mistake. 

In a sketchy discussion of his 
views on actions of the first 
session of the Democrat-con- 
trolled Ejighty-sixth Congress, 
the President. said rejection of 
his request on interest rates was 
one of the most serious things 
that has happened to the United 
States in our time. 

In raising the interest ceiling 
on Government E and H savings 
bonds, the President said, Con- 
gress allayed the fears of some 
40,000,000 holders of these securi- 
ties and thus stopped their rush 
to cash in savings bonds. Con- 
gress authorized raising of the 
interest ceiling on savings bonds 
from the current 3.26 per cent 
to 4% per cent: The Treasury 
plans to increase the rate to 
3.75 per cent. 

But gress refused to 
change 44% per cent ceiling 
on long-term securities. The 
President said that ceiling has 
forced the Government to go in 
for short-term securities. This 
short-term borrowing, he said, 
is inflationary. 

In response to a question, the

More Than Handshaking 


Premier Khrushchev, in his speech to the 
National Press Club, gave evidence that he is 
here’ on serious business. The great empha- 
sis he placed on substantive issues dividing 
East and West—disarmament, the German 
question, and trade above all—suggests that 
he conceives his visit to be much more than 
a good will tour. He has come, not only to 
cultivate more favorable public relations, but 
to make a beginning toward fundamental 
negotiation. 


He did not put forward any new proposals. 
On Germany, for example, he held firmly to 
the already rejected Soviet formula of a peace 
treaty with two German states which would 
leave West Berlin isolated in Communist terri- 
tory. But his tone was conciliatory and his re- 
peated references to the need for concessions 
on both sides can be taken to mean that his 
first negotiating position on such problems 
as Germany is not necessarily his last: 

How sincerely the Soviets are ready to. go 
half-way in seeking specific settlements can 
only be tested in private talks at which the 
President and his aides can measure their 
intentions. If Khrushchev’s public profes- 
sions are borne out in concrete discussion of 
concrete issues, then his visit together with 
President Eisenhower’s return visit to Russia 
may prove to be the effective substitute for 
a formal summit conference. Though the 
President is pledged. against final commit- 
ments on issues involving our allies, there is 
nothing to prevent his exploring the bounda- 
ries of potential agreement. 

Mr. Khrushchev did not answer the inevi- 
table question on Hungary well, perhaps be- 
cause there is no good answer. But he han- 

died quite skilfully, we think, the equally in- 
evitable question about his boast of “ 
us. Is it not reasonable to suppose that what 
he meant, as he tried to explain, was simply 
that he expects his social and economic sys- 
tem to outlive ours? And what if he does? 
His conviction is matched by an equally in- 
tense conviction on our side that a free society 
is the best servant of the people. 

The argument can be settled only by per- 
formance on each side. The problem for 
statesmanship is to prevent social and ideo- 
logical differences from spilling over into na- 
tionalistic ambitions leading to war. If Mr.

“Dear Dr. Molner: be “ 

“HOW CAN A PERSON who is supposed to be in perfect 
health die of a heart attack? My dad, at the age of 56, died 
of one. He had a physical examination twice a year. The 
doctor said he was in perfect condition. 

“One night he came home from work and complained of 
cramps in his stomach. We thought it was indigestion. He 
took a couple of pills. Then he lay down. In 10 minutes he 
was dead. On the death certificate it said, ‘Myocardial in- 
farction due to coronary thrombosis.’ : A-H.” 


There is a valid reason why these cases happen— 
and I have known doctors who were the victims of 
such hearts attacks without any more warning than 
anyone else would have had. 


Let me use an automobile as an example. Let’s say you 
took your car to a garage to have everything checked over, 
and the mechanic said, “This car is in perfect condition and 
doesn’t need anything done to it.” 

But also suppose there was a little wad of lint in the gas 
tank. The next day this lint drifted down into the line that 
carries the gasoline to the motor. It plugged the line. No 
gasoline could get through. The engine stopped. 

This is what happens in these heart attacks that occur 
without warning. An embolism, or thrombus (which can be 
a clot of congealed blood, or some air bubbles) happens to 
lodge in the artery which supplies blood to the heart muscle. 
It shuts off the blood supply. The heart muscle, without a 
supply of blood, cannot continue operating. The heart stops. 

This is what happened. It is tragic, and I understand how 
you feel. Others have shared your self-same shock and grief, 


Yet there is no way to predict when such a thing 
will occur. One day the arteries are open and the body 
is operating without difficulty; the next day an ob- 
struction occurs in a narrow place, and the blood sup- 
ply is clogged. 


That is the meaning of “coronary thrombosis.” A throm- 
bus, or obstruction, clogged the artery leading to the heart. 
The result was “‘myocardial infarction,” or destruction of the 
heart -muscle.
